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‘Tue foreign Settlements at Shanghai 
have passed into their fifth deende of 
existence, aud sooner or later questions 
of local law have to be decided hy 
some competent authority, Bor about. 
.seven years the attempt to introdace 
some definite course of procedure hae 
on various pretexts been deferred, and 
the proposed Amended Land Regula. 
tions are still in nubibus. Doubtless it 
has not been altogether the want of 
local energy (hat hus caused the delny ; 
the Franco-Chinese war, aud since 
settlement the absence of a British 
Minister, as well as the long continued 
depression in trade, have intervened : 
atill, the al oo of I interest has 
been somewhat inexplicable, and seems 
to reflect little honour on those to whom 
wunicipal affairs bave been entrusted, 
Alrendy there are signs that the Code 
which in 1879 seemed sufficient to 
meet our urgent needs is somewhat 
bebind the times; and the Bylaws, then 
drawn up with 80 mach onre, would pro- 
bably now, after the lapse of less thnu 
seven yours, be found wanting in many 
particulars, Fortunately the framers 
of the Amended Regulations foresaw 
the possibility of needed nmondments 
from time to time, and with comp: 
sive General Rules provided machi 
for amending particulae by. 

time to time, as the oooasion in a well 
governed and growing community foand 
new wants, or discovered old sores 
more aud more pres ‘These needs 
politiol, With politics 
ra of the Regulations rightly 
ed they had nothing to do; they 
refer to the internal good government 
of the Settlemente, and to our social aud 
sunitory requirements, Questions of 
deep interest to the owners of properly 
as well as to the residents aro sure at 
no distant day to crop up, and to settle 
these it would be well to have local 
Inws sufficiently clear and sufficiently 
powerfal to be applicable to all nation- 
alities, We from time to time begin to 
disouver how lamentably behind the age 
are our own means of intercommunica- 
tion.

ter than permitting affairs to be enrried 
on in the present haphnzird conditions, 
Questions of ancient lights are beg 
ning to crop up. Ench men elaime to 
decide by his own national law ; but if 
the national laws of the owner of two 
adjucont properties are dinmotrioully 
opposed, who is to decide?’ ‘This is w 
conse coming fairly within the scope of 
a municipal code. So too it cannot bo 
a matter of indifference to the com- 
munity that a eam reckoned at from 
twenty to thirty thousand tnels should 
every month bo diverted from legi- 
ite trade and carried off to support 
a distant Goverument which gives no- 
thing lo return, Morally, lotteries euch 
as that of the Manila Government may 
be nuobjectionable, Economically, where 
they are carried on to the extent 
they are in Shanghai, they become» 
serious burden, It surely is within 
the province of the Mauicipality to make 
some regulations for the management 
vf those lotteries ; even if it be beyond 
ite power to put an end to them, Lot~ 
tery offices are certainly ne fair a 
subject for taxation as opium shops 
aud theatres; and if it be not possible 
to entirely stop the outward flow of our 
resources, we mny surely tap it on the 
way and direct tv our own uses a pore 
tion of the current, It is unfortunate 
that, at the time, we shoutd practically 
be withonta British Minister at Peking. 
We mean uo disparagement to the pro- 
sent Chargé d’Affaires. His term of 
office is too short, aud the conditions 
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nude which it came to him too peculiar, 
to inspire him with any great zeal to 
mngnify his office. ‘he new Minister 
is however likely to arrive in a few 
monthe, and it would be well if our Mani- 
cipal magnates were up and stirring in 
in the meanwhile, Whatever mny be 
the views of Sir John Waletam with 
regard to the position of Settle- 
ments at Shanghai, it is certain that in 
the ubsence of nuy public feeling on 
the spot he will find his hands bound.

Pxplosivns in water cause the death of fil 
in the vicinity, and a fish some four feet 
Jong came to the surface, dead, sudu after 
the explosion on Thursday, aud wascaptured 
by the sailors in the launch. ‘The torpedo 
employed could be fired either from the 
boat, or by its striking against an object, 
for ia the latter case it would complete the 

































electric circuit by means of a lever at the 
end of the torpedo. The torpedo used in 
actual warfare is somewhat larger. The 
explosion on Thursday was witnessed by 
a lady and some gentlemen who had been 
invited on board the Roland. 

We have received from Mr. J. W. 
Patersson, Customa Berthing Officer at 
Woosung, a piece of stone containing some 
delicately-formed marine fern fossils in 
perfect condition.

Coroa, till quite lately, did not contain 
fa single Chinaman, In point of fact, 
this Empire, if nctanted by progressive 
or aggressive idons, such as would lead 
its poople to seek new fields of enter- 
prise abroad, would loug since have 
dominated the continent, This opirit 
may be developéd in tho future, but it 
does not exist at the present moment, 
It is noteworthy that the regions to 
which the Chineso Lave gous have not 
boon those commanded by inferior races, 
but those controlled by European or 
American supremacy, to which they 
have been inviled in order to aid in 
tho developments initiated nud carried 
forward by tho dominant peoples of 
the world. At present emigration to 
Auuerica, in its restricted form, scarcely 
coustitutes an element of serious na- 
tional danger, The very grievance that 
Chiuamen return to their native couu- 
try when they have made their ‘pile’ 
isin itself a enfeguard. Immigration 
will ouly become really dangerous when 
the Chinese go to remain, and this will 
not twke place as long the presont 
restrictions are enforced and the men 
do not take their wives aud fam 
with them, Those who ace born and 
bred in the couutry, and accustomed to 
its institations from their childhood, 
will develop into good citizens; while 
those who do not tnke root return to 
their own land and are no more heard 
of, It is sntiefactory to notice the 
atrong gratitude expressed by the lead. 
ing Chinese in the East for the humane 
and protective policy of the President.

States and 
their armies, It was this that oonsti- 
tated the chief ground for fighting, and 
the walohword which was more power- 
ful to move men’s hearts than any 
other, So in China, it is loyalty to 
the dynasty which roles in education 
and in popular life, It appenrs in the 
of Confucius and it suils the 

positions of the people, ‘The stage 
inculentes it by bright exumples, the 
tive newspapers write in a loyal tone 
ag that which will please their readers, 
aud never inasingle instance would an 
editor pen a line expressive of disnffec- 
tion to tl . To perform 
play which di 
conraged piety or promoted dis- 
loyalty would bo entirely impracticable. 
‘The reason of this is found in the 
strength of the moral sentiment taught 
by Confacins and fully reooguiaed by 
the Chinese people. 

Bolieving as we do that the per- 
mauent security of international rela- 
tions depends very much ou the kuow- 
ledge which each nation possesses of 
the moral stand-peint of other natio 
we think every activity should be on. 
couraged which tends to make the 
Chinese and the foreigner better nc- 
quainted with each other. Many schools 
and colleges are required, Translations 
of books ure useful for strengthening 
ponceful relations, whether those trans. 
lations be from Chinese into foreign 
Tanguages or from foreign languages 
into Chinese. So leo Christian mis- 
siong and hospital work are aids 
to a peaceful diplomacy, because 
they shew that the eame benevolence 
which is. inculeated in the Chinese 
classics as the duty of the prince aud 
of all men, is also the animating prin- 
ciple of all Christinn States as suob. 
But it is not enough to convince the 
Chinese that we are benevolent and 
that we make love the basis of our 
moral system ; it is also important that 
we ourselves should uuderstand how 
the Chinese theory of ethics has as- 
sumed its present form. It grow slowly 
under the ivfluence of ciroumstauces, 



























































and in the hands of successive great 
aud wise mer, ‘The feudal system of 
early ages favoured ite development, 
for that system was itself founded on 
the family idea, The Suzerain is » 
great chief. ‘The dukes, earls, and 
marquises of Chinese antiquity are sub- 
ordinate chiafs, The ancient Chinese 
venerated the Emperor and Ewpress 
as their father and mother, ‘The bnror 
and state officers were regarded ua being 
nothing more than his eyes and ears, 
bands and feet, But this simplicity 
was broken in npon when the barons 
censed to obey the central power. 
Hence in the books of Confucius and 
his disciples the principle of loynlty 
became a more abstract tl than be- 
fore. Their attachment to the Emperor 
was a matter of sentiment, Loyalty 
was immediately due to feudal lords 
who were themselves uot obedient to 
theie Suzerain, Loyalty was therefore 
incalonted as ageneraldaty enjoined and 
exemplified by the aucient enges, Its 
direct application was left to the indi- 
vidual to decide for himself. Yet Con. 
fucianism did not become demvcratic. 
It is in fact a morality that reste on 
the social relations, It insista on them 
all, Men are in the view of Confucins 
a community of which the constituent 
members are not, according to the demo- 
cratic theory, units with equal rights, 
but they are viewed as parents und 
children, sovereign aud subjects, hus- 
bands and wives, elders and juniore. In 
fact they are au expanded family, and 
the people nre directed to look on duty 
ag that which devolves on them in 
consequence of this relationship, 

‘The nearest approach made by Con- 
8 to the ethics of the New Testa- 
men| when he said, “ What you do 
not desire others to dy to you, do not 
to them,” and when his amannensis 
recorded the words, “All within the 
Four Sens are brethren.” ‘They are re- 
markable words, and shew the Chinese 
sage to have been upon an elevation of 
thought which out of the circle of 
Christian idens hus beon attained by 
very few philosophers indeed. Which 
of the Greck and Roman snges lns 
height, and econ that wll 
ren? The words are 
those of Tri Hein, “I have heard 
it said that life aud death are fixed 
by destiny hes and honour 
come by Heaven's decree. If the 
man of honourable feeling be rever- 
ential and without fault, respectful 
to others aud observant of polite re- 
quirements, then all within the Four 
Seas will be his brothers.” The im-
